Hew Practice of South African Farm, 
ere Works Havoc With the Dutch 
“National Bird.” 


For centuries the stork lias been the 
“national bird" of the Dutch. The ma¬ 
jority of Dutch farmers erect nest- I 
ing platforms for these well-liked 
birds. The stork is altogether desir¬ 
able, and inasmuch us stork meet is 
not good eating the species ha> "O' 
been molested by sportsmen. Yet for 
several years the storks of Holland 
have been becoming fewer and fewer. 
Only recently has the reason been dis¬ 
covered. 

The Dutch storks winter in South 
Africa. In the Transvaal, where, by 
an odd coincidence, most of the people 
are of Dutch descent, the fnnners 
have been waging war against grass¬ 
hoppers by covering their fields with 
poisoned halt. The grasshoppers eat 
the poison, the storks eat the grass- 
hopjierg. Thus there Is u high mortal¬ 
ity rate la the stork family, and if It ts 
not cheeked both Holland and the 
Transvaal will soon be storkless lands.

“It has been shown,” he asserts, 
“that there Is a rapid reduction In 
bushels of wheat for each additional 
Inch of water above seven Inches, and 
in India it has recently been demon¬ 
strated that there Is frequently a larg¬ 
er return with one Irrigation than with 
two. It must be realized that air Is 
almost as important to roots as wa¬ 
ter. 

"Apart from the great saving made 
possible In this way, one nearly as 
grent may be brought about by recog¬ 
nizing that rainfall fluctuates in more 
or less definite cycles, and by con¬ 
structing reclamation and Irrigation 
systems on the expansion-contraction 
basis to take care of this fluctuation. 
The only time ta prepare for a period 
of rainfall deficit is during a period 
of excess. If further Investigation con¬ 
firms the theory that rainfall bears 
“ felatlon to sumipota and that drought 
may be expected at sun spot maxima 
und wet periods at the minima, It will 
lie possible to predict the wujor varia¬ 
tions In rainfall and to hhse the use 
of water on such knowledge.”—Science 
Service.’
